It is perhaps for an acknow- 
ledgement of their obligations to us in the late 
warresy and for the aſſiſtance we gave to thoſe 
of Rochel. 1,this would be truely Chriſtian 
:indeeds to render us good for evill, They will 
ſay that they are the. bands of blood and pa- 
rentagey which bind them to the Queen ; and 
Jet they have let the Mother beg her ſubſi- 
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fence aud retreat among ſtrangers» which ſhe | b 
could not fing with themy and having beheld Fe 


her without pitty and ſuccour in her greateFt 
extremities » they adviſe to offer her a remedy 
#por the declining of her ill. But if this be the 
reaſon of their admuttance y I conceive them ns 
Iawfull nor indifferent Mediators, ſince they
